B.P.  Change  to  Metric 

MEDICAL  COUNCIL  ACTS  OVER  DELAYS 

ANTICIPATING  further  delay  in  the  presentation  of  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Bill  (No.  2),  now  before  Parliament,  the  General  Medical 
Council  is  seeking  the  Government's  reassurance  that  regulations 
covering  the  dispensing  of  National  Health  prescriptions  in  metric 
quantities  will  be  in  force  by  the  time  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  1963 
takes  effect. 


Lord  Cohen  (chairman  of  the  Coun- 
cil's Pharmacopoeia  Committee)  said  in 
London  on  May  22  that  the  G.M.C. 
had  sought  the  opinions  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  and  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry.  All 
had  agreed  that  the  Councils  action 
was  necessary,  but  had  asked  for  a 
"  period  of  grace  "  longer  than  the  pro- 
posed six  months.  Discussions  with  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  had 
indicated  that  it  might  prove  necessary 
to  prepare  more  than  one  Addendum 
during  the  quinquennium  1963-68. 
Interim  monographs  might  provide 
standards  for  certain  items  not  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia  or  Codex.

REVISED  SPECIFICATION  FOR  BURETTES 

THE  British  Standards  Institution  has 
published  a  new  edition  of  B.S.  846, 
"  Burettes  and  Bulb  Burettes."  The  first 
part  includes  ten  sizes  of  burettes  from 
1  mil  to  100  mils  capacity,  and  the 
second  bulb  burettes  of  45,  65,  85  and 
105  mils  capacity.  The  scale  length  is 
the  only  mandatory  dimension,  the 
others  being  recommended.  The  taking 
into  account  of  the  latest  work  by  the 
International  Organisation  for  Stan- 
dardisation on  laboratory  glassware, 
tolerances  on  capacity,  scale  lengths  and 
leakage  rates  for  stopcocks  and  delivery 
times  have  been  modified.  A  subsidiary 
standard  temperature  of  27°  C.  has  been 
included  for  the  convenience  of  tropical 
countries,  and  the  inscription  "  Ex  "  has 
been  used  in  place  of  "  D  "  to  indicate 
that  the  burettes  are  to  be  used  to  de- 
liver.

In-patient  Statistics 

POISONING  CASES  INCREASE 

THE  number  of  persons  discharged 
from  hospital  after  treatment  for  effects 
of  poisons  has  increased  steadily  from 
14,900  in  1955  to  23,310  in  1960.  1,010 
cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  esti- 
mated to  have  been  discharged  from 
hospital  in  1960  compared  with  2,200 
cases  in  1959.  Those  provisional  figures 
are  published  in  the  Report  on  Hospital

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In-patient  Inquiry,  1960,  Part  I  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  2s.).  It  contains 
a  selection  of  brief  provisional  tables 
prepared  mainly  from  data  supplied  by 
hospitals  relating  to  a  10  per  cent,  sam- 
ple of  discharges  and  deaths  during 
1960,  and  some  comparisons  with 
earlier  years.  Virtually  all  hospitals  in 
the  National  Health  Service  took  part 
in  the  inquiry  in  1960  with  the  excep- 
tion of  psychiatric,  pre-convalescent  and 
convalescent  hospitals.  The  inquiry  is 
organised  jointly  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  the  General  Register  Office. 
In  1960  there  were  3,787,730  discharges 
from  the  hospitals  covered  by  the  in- 
quiry, a  rate  of  827-8  per  10,000  popu- 
lation. That  compared  with  rates  of 
788-0  and  807-3  in  1958  and  1959  re- 
spectively. Tuberculosis  in  males  still 
takes  more  beds  than  any  other  single 
cause.  There  was  a  proportionately 
greater  reduction  in  the  figures  for 
females,  from  320-6  or  6-6  per  cent, 
of  beds  for  all  causes,  in  1957  to  155-2 
and  3-2  per  cent,  in  1960.  For  males, 
the  number  of  beds  used  in  treatment 
of  coronary  disease  increased  from  94-5 
per  million  population  in  1957  to  173-5 
in  1960.  Both  the  number  of  cases  and 
the  duration  of  stay  increased.  The 
estimated  number  of  discharges  for 
peptic  ulcer  fell  from  74,000  in  1955  to 
66,500  in  1959  for  both  sexes,  but  the 
1960  estimate  was  68,000.  For  vascular 
lesions  affecting  the  central  nervous 
system,  the  number  of  beds  used  in- 
creased for  males  from  187-7  per  mil- 
lion population  in  1957  to  192-9  in 
1960,  and  for  females  from  263-4  to 
330-9.  Treatment  of  cancer  took  up  a 
high  proportion  of  beds  for  both  sexes, 
7-6  per  cent,  for  males  and  6-1  per  cent, 
for  females,  but  fewer  beds  were  used 
in  1960  than  in  1957.

SOUTHEND  SHOPFITTER  APPOINTED 

AFTER  examination  and  consideration 
of  schemes  and  specifications  submitted 
by  seventeen  shopfitting  companies  (see 
C.  &  D.,  April  21,  p.  416)  for  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  national 
pharmacy  modernisation  project  an- 
nounced in  December  1961,  the  Union 
and  the  shopfitters'  liaison  committee 
appointed  for  that  purpose  have  accep- 
ted the  design  and  estimate  tendered  by 
Goodwin  Shopfitters,  Ltd.,  Rochford 
Road,  Southend,  Essex.  Fuller  details 
of  the  winning  scheme  will  be  published 
later.

Dublin  Health  Authority 

PROPOSED  WELFARE  SCHEME  EXTENSIONS 

DUBLIN  Health  Authority,  at  a 
special  meeting  on  May  22,  recommen- 
ded to  a  Select  Committee  set  up  by 
the  Dail  to  review  the  health  services 
that  the  social-welfare  medical  certifica- 
tion scheme  should  be  extended  to  the 
prescription  of  medicines  and  drugs. 
That  would  require  an  additional 
social-welfare  contribution.  It  was  also 
recommended  that  insured  persons 
should  be  enabled  to  obtain  medicines 
and  drugs  at  health  centres,  dispensaries 
and  pharmacies.  That  also  would  re- 
quire an  additional  contribution. 

Drug  Prices 

A  QUESTION  IN  THE  DAIL 

THAT  chemists  were  finding  it  impos- 
sible to  buy  drugs  for  retail  sale  at 
anything  near  the  same  price  as  phar- 
maceutical houses  were  prepared  to 
supply  them  to  local  authorities,  was 
alleged  by  Mr.  P.  Hogan  in  the  Dail 
on  May  3.  Speaking  on  the  resumed 
debate  on  the  Health  Bill,  Mr.  Hogan 
said  that  local  authorities  tried  to  come 
to  agreements  with  suppliers  for  drugs 
at  prices  as  low  as  possible.  Complaints 
had  reached  him  that  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal houses,  in  their  efforts  to  get  those 
contracts,  which  were  of  great  adver- 
tisement value,  were  over-reaching 
themselves  and  then  recouping  them- 
selves off  private  people.  He  inquired  if 
the  Minister  for  Health's  attention  had 
been  drawn  to  it.  Mr.  Hogan  said  the 
situation  seemed  "  potentially  serious." 
He  did  not  know  what  controls  there 
were  in  the  Republic  as  regarded  im- 
ports of  drugs  or  what  controls  existed 
over  manufacturing  houses  and  said  he 
would  like  to  hear  from  the  Minister 
on  the  existing  position  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  in  the  Republic.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

A  new  concept 

It  will  be  some  considerable  time  before  the  full  implications  of  the 
decision  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  held  in 
London  on  May  16,  can  be  fully  assimilated.  What  we  have  seen  is  much 
more  revolutionary  than  might  appear  at  first  sight.  It  is,  in  effect,  a  belated 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  the  most  important  capital  invested  in  the 
pharmaceutical  services  of  the  nation  is  not  money  or  goods.  It  is  nothing 
less  than  a  professional  qualification.  It  is  of  no  consequence  if  that  quali- 
fication is  employed  in  a  hospital  or  in  a  retail  pharmacy.  It  is  of  no  con- 
sequence if  it  is  employed  by  the  qualified  person  as  owner  of  a  pharmacy 
or  as  an  employed  manager  or  assistant.  The  concept  that  only  those  with 
a  financial  interest  in  a  business  are  capable  of  negotiating  the  terms  under 
which  a  pharmaceutical  service  should  be  given  is  now  outdated.  It  is  many 
years  since  I  listened  to  the  argument  that  what  was  good  for  the  employer 
would  automatically  be  good  for  the  manager  or  the  assistant.  Now  the 
first  step  has  been  taken  in  a  realisation  that  the  qualification  is  the  most 
important  single  factor,  and  in  that  realisation  we  have  moved  along  the 
first  stage  to  becoming  a  profession.  It  is  a  vitally  important  step,  and  the 
leaders  of  pharmacy,  in  all  its  various  organisations,  are  involved  in  the 
new  outlook.  The  desire,  so  clearly  expressed  at  the  annual  meeting, 
presents  a  problem  and  a  challenge,  not  only  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  but  to  all  pharmaceutical  bodies,  not  least  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union.  In  effect  it  is  pharmacy  in  all  its  main  aspects  that 
is  in  the  pillory. 

High  standard 

I  was  most  impressed  by  the  calm  and  reasoned  argument  of  Mr.  F. 
Murley,  of  Southampton.  I  was  equally  impressed  by  the  statement  of  Mr. 
F.  W.  Adams  in  dealing  with  the  points  raised.  It  was  not  the  task  of  Mr. 
Murley  to  lay  down  the  conditions  necessary  for  a  realisation  of  his  aims. 
At  the  same  time,  it  was  clearly  the  duty  of  Mr.  Adams,  while  showing 
willingness  to  accede  to  the  wishes  of  the  meeting,  to  outline  the  difficulties 
involved.  It  would  be  wrong  to  suggest  that  the  involvement  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  in  the  National  Health  Service  would  lead  to  an  imme- 
diate improvement  in  the  conditions,  or  that,  had  such  a  state  of  affairs 
pertained  last  year,  the  present  situation  would  not  have  arisen.  But  from 
the  moment  that  Mr.  Enoch  Powell  disclosed  in  Parliament  that  he  had 
discussed  a  professional  matter,  involving  pharmaceutical  ethics,  with  a 
body  that  was  not  the  pharmacists'  professional  organisation  (though  he 
seemed  to  think  it  was),  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  could  no  longer  remain 
detached,  even  if  it  wanted  to.  Mr.  Powell  himself,  by  his  inept  handling 
of  that  situation,  laid  down  the  pattern  of  what  is  now  taking  place.  The 
Government,  therefore,  is  not  in  a  position  to  refuse  to  recognise  the 
Society  as  an  interested  party  which  has  a  right  to  participation  in  future 
negotiations.  By  the  same  token,  in  introducing  the  question  of  a  profes- 
sional fee  in  the  terms  of  service,  the  contractors'  organisation  immediately 
opened  the  door  to  the  entry  of  the  professional  body  in  pharmacy,  namely 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Branch  representatives 

Evidence  of  the  crisis  in  pharmaceutical  affairs  was  forthcoming  in  the 
fact  that  the  meeting  of  Branch  Representatives  took  second  place  to  the 
annual  meeting — a  reversal  of  the  normal  that  is  in  keeping  with  the 
abnormality  of  the  times.  Your  editorial  reference  to  the  motion  calling  for 
the  removal  of  the  2s.  prescription  levy  (p.  580)  notes  that  the  pharmacist, 
by  his  appointment  as  honorary  tax  collector  (acting  and  unpaid)  is  directly 
in  contact  with  any  difficulties  arising  with  the  general  public.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  increased  impost  has  been  a  complete  success — if  success 
can  be  measured  by  pricing  the  service  out  of  range  and  out  of  the  use  of 
a  section  of  the  community.  It  is,  as  I  wrote  at  the  time  of  the  imposition, 
a  simple  matter  to  work  out  details  in  an  atmosphere  remote  from  human 
contact. 
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Health  Minister  at  Public  Pharmacists'  Dinneii 

"  MORE  AND  MORE  USE "  OF  IDEAS  FROM  GUILD 


A  "  PRECEDENT "  was  established 
on  May  26,  when  the  Minister  of 
Health  (Mr.  Enoch  Powell)  was  guest 
of  honour  at  the  annual  dinner  in  Lon- 
don of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharma- 
cists. The  Guild's  president  (Mr.  S. 
Powlson)  said  the  Minister's  ten-year 
plan  for  the  hospitals  would  probably 
stamp  him  as  the  greatest  Minister  of 
Health  since  Mr.  Aneuran  Bevan. 
The  Guild,  though  the  smallest  body 
of  professional  health-service  workers, 
could  claim  that  its  members  had 
achieved  a  real  degree  of  co-operation 
with  each  other  and  with  the  various 
sections  of  the  service,  both  nationally 
and  regionally.  Among  themselves  they 
had  a  frankness  in  discussing  a  new 
project  or  technique,  and  were  pre- 
pared to  learn  from  others'  successes  or 
failures.  The  Guild's  planning  group 
had  published,  three  years  ago,  a  book- 
let (since  revised  and  enlarged)  on  plan- 
ning a  hospital  pharmacy  department, 
and  that  had  provided  a  basis  of  co- 
operation with  the  Ministry  in  planning 
new  departments.  Research  had  recently 
been  separated  off  from  the  group's 
work,  and  the  new  section  was  working 
closely  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Soci- 
ety's Department  of  Pharmaceutical 
Sciences.  Hospital  pharmacists  had 
played  their  part  in  the  formation  of 
regional  pharmaceutical  advisory  com- 
mittees and  of  the  Hospital  Pharma- 
cists' Consultative  Committee.  The 
week-end  schools  organised  by  the  Guild 
had  been  of  inestimable  value  to  hos- 
pital pharmatists,  particularly  those 
away  from  large  centres  of  population. 

Keenness  Observed 

The  Minister,  replying,  said  that 
recently  he  had  had  little  reason  to 
worry  about  the  Biblical  injunction 
11  Beware  when  all  men  speak  well  of 
you."  Of  the  hospital  service  he  said 
that  it  would  broaden  out  on  the  lines 
of  the  "  ten-year  plan."  In  the  past  two 
years  he  had  visited  many  hospitals 
with  new  pharmacy  departments,  and 
what  had  stood  out  in  them  was  the 
keenness  and  enthusiasm  of  the  phar- 
macist and  his  staff.  That,  of  course, 
was  not  surprising  since  the  Guild  had 
made  such  important  contributions  to 
the  planning  of  the  departments,  a 
contribution  he  acknowledged.  More 
and  more  in  the  future  ideas  emanating 
from  the  Guild  would  come  to  be  em- 
bodied in  the  new  hospitals.  The  Min- 
ister paid  tribute  to  the  Guild  for  the 
efforts  of  its  members  to  bring  about 
real  economies  in  the  running  of  the 
hospital  pharmaceutical  service.  Econ- 
omy as  he  regarded  it  meant  not  the 
saving  of  money  but  ensuring  that  the 
money  spent  went  to  the  most  useful 
purposes.  There  were  never  in  any 
sphere  as  many  skilled  people  as  one 
would  ideally  like.  In  every  walk  of 
life  there  was  too  much  competition. 
The  aim  must  be  to  ensure  that  the 
amount  of  skill  available  was  used 
to  the  best  advantage.  Some  of  the 
work  of  pharmacy  departments,  for  ex- 
ample, could  be  done  by  people  of 
lesser  attainments  than  the  pharmacist 


himself,  and  the  profession  would  find 
that  it  would  rise  in  status  by  delegat- 
ing to  others  some  of  its  more  mechani- 
cal duties.  It  was  a  pity  that  more  phar- 
maceutical students  did  not  spend  at 
least  part  of  their  post-graduate  prac- 
tical training  in  hospitals.  Nowhere 
else  could  they  be  of  such  advantage 
to  themselves,  the  public  and  the  future 
of  their  own  profession.  Considering 
their  small  numbers  hospital  pharma-

cists  exerted  a  remarkable  influence 
upon  their  profession.  One  evidence 
of  that  was  that  the  current  presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
a  hospital  pharmacist,  and  Mr.  Powell 
paid  tribute  also  to  the  Ministry's  Chief 
Pharmacist  (Dr.  H.  Davis)  and  other 
professional  advisers  in  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice who  constituted  "  a  link  between 
politicians  and  administrators  on  the 
one  hand  and  the  profession  on  the 
other." 

Member  and  Guest 

A  toast  to  the  guests  was  proposed 
by  Miss  Eileen  Sorensen  (chairman 
of  the  Guild's  London  branch)  and 
responded  to  by  the  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr.  H.  S. 
Grainger)  who  said  he  regarded  hos- 
pital pharmacy  as  one  strong  bastion 
of  a  fully  professional  life  in  pharmacy. 
Hospital  pharmacy  inculcated  an  atti- 
tude of  service  to  one's  work,  and  he 
hoped  that  hospital  pharmacists  would 
see  that  as  many  students  as  possible 
received  their  pre-registration  training 
at  hospitals.  He  had  been  impressed  by 
the  refresher  courses  organised  for  hos- 
pital pharmacists,  and  gratified  that 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  hospital 
management  committees  had  provided 
facilities  for  attendance  at  them.  The 
courses  were  only  the  beginning  of  an 
immensely  useful  development,  and  he 
hoped  they  would  eventually  be  open 
to  pharmacists  outside  the  service.

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Presentation  of  Evans  Medal 

Before  the  annual  meeting  a  meet- 
ing was  held  at  which  the  Evans  medal 
for  1961  was  presented  to  Mr.  J.  B. 
Lloyd  (Group  Pharmacist,  United  Man- 
chester Hospitals)  by  Dr.  E.  M.  Glaser 
(director  of  research,  Evans  Medical, 
Ltd.).  Presenting  the  medal.  Dr. 
Glaser  said  that  professional  people 
in  Britain  had  probably  the  highest 
standards  of  conduct  and  integrity  in 
the  world,  greatly  helped  by  bodies  like 
the  Guild,  in  which  members  of  a  pro- 
fession or  one  branch  of  it  discussed 
problems,  formulated  ideas,  and  once 
in  a  while  checked  the  over-exuberant 
or  injudicious,  though  his  knowledge 
of  public  pharmacists  made  him  think 
that  the  injudicious  must  be  rare  among 
them.  Recipients  of  the  Evans  medal 
were  chosen  by  the  Guild's  council,  and 
Mr.  John  B.  Lloyd  had  impressive 
achievements  and  distinguished  public 
service  behind  him.

In  his  address  following  the  presen- 
tation, which  was  given  under  the  title 
"Hospital  Pharmacy  in  the  Health 
Service,"  Mr.  Lloyd  said  that  the  con- 
cept of  tripartite  administration,  in- 
herited from  the  voluntary  hospitals, 
had  not  been  conducive  to  the  develop- 
ment of  hospital  pharmacy  along  pro- 
fessional lines.  Formerly  the  provision 
of  a  pharmaceutical  service  had  been 
regarded  as  a  function  of  the  business 
administration,  with  the  pharmacist  in 
a  subordinate  position.  Not  surprisingly 
few  pharmacists  chose  hospital  service. 
The  National  Health  Service  Act  had 
ensured  that  senior  medical  staff  had 
direct  representation  on  the  governing 
body,  of  which  the  medical  advisory 
committee  was  a  subcommittee.  Clini- 
cians and  the  medical  heads  of  depart- 
ments had  been  able  to  stress  the  needs 
of  their  respective  specialties  whenever 
the  allocation  of  funds  was  discussed. 

The  group  secretary  had  a  dual 
capacity,  comprising  liaison  with  the 
medical  and  nursing  staff  and  depart- 
mental headship  of  what  the  Linstead 
committee  called  "  hotel  keeping,"'  in 
which  most  governing  bodies  placed 
pharmacy.  Thus  the  chief  pharmacist 
x>uld  only  approach  the  management 
:hrough  the  group  secretary  or,  in 
smaller  hospitals,  the  hospital  secretary, 
ivho  in  turn  was  regarded  as  junior 
:o  the  group  designated  officers.  Thus 
he  pharmacist  had  been  at  a  disad- 
/antage  in  the  struggle  for  allocation 
if  funds,  and  that  was  reflected  in  the 
lark,  dingy,  cramped  and  ill-equipped 
Dasement  departments  from  which  hos- 
pital  pharmacy  operated.  To  reduce  that 


problem  the  Linstead  committee  had 
recommended  Group  organisation  for 
hospital  pharmacy.  "  I  would  suggest 
that,  where  Group  appointments  have 
been  made,  the  status  of  hospital  phar- 
macy has  undoubtedly  improved."  The 
Linstead  committee  would  not  have 
seen  the  light  of  day  without  the  Stand- 
ing Pharmaceutical  Advisory  Commit- 
tee. Adoption  of  many  of  its  recom- 
mendations by  the  Ministry,  and  the 
reinforcement  of  its  advice  in  the  form 
of  official  circulars,  had  done  much  to 
promote  the  interests  of  pharmacy  and 
to  establish  that  pharmacy  was  a  pro- 
fession independent  of  medicine.  Un- 
fortunately, though  Regional  Pharma- 
ceutical Advisory  Committees  were 
now  established,  many  were  subcom- 
mittees of  the  Medical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, and  the  independence  of  phar- 
macy at  the  Regional  level  had  thus  not 
yet  been  achieved.  However,  improved 


THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain, 
Mr.  J.  C.  Leonard,  M.A.,  in  the  chair, 
resumed  on  May  3  an  inquiry  into  a 
case  adjourned  from  February  1,  1961. 
At  the  inquiry  in  February  1961  the 
then  chairman  had  proposed  that  no 
action,  beyond  adjourning  the  case  for 
twelve  months,  should  be  taken  against 
a  member  (Mr.  Myer  Daulby)  who  had 
been  sentenced  to  eight  months'  im- 
prisonment for  offences  to  do  with 
forged  prescriptions.  Mr.  A.  C.  Castle 
(solicitor  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Soci- 
ety), after  reviewing  the  proceedings  of 
the  previous  hearing,  said  that  two  fur- 
ther matters  had  to  be  dealt  with.  On 
February  19,  1962,  Mr.  Daulby  was 
convicted  at  Widnes  magistrates'  court 
of  having  sold  methyprylone  in  Nolu- 
dar  tablets  without  the  authority  of  a 
medical,  dental  or  veterinary  prescrip- 
tion, contravening  Rule  12  of  the  Poi- 
sons Rules,  1960,  and  had  been  fined 
£25  (increased  to  £35  on  appeal  at  the 
West  Derby  Quarter  Sessions  on  March 
30).  Secondly,  the  Council  of  the  Society 
had  asked  the  Committee  to  consider 
an  advertisement  in  the  Widnes  Weekly 
News,  after  the  removal  of  Daulby's 
name  from  the  pharmaceutical  list  by 
the  Lancashire  Executive  Council.  Mr. 
Daulby  attended  the  inquiry.  He  did 
not  give  evidence,  but  was  represented 
by  his  solicitor  (Mr.  I.  Levin). 

Mr.  J.  R.  Dale  (an  inspector  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  said  that  Mr. 
Daulby,  interviewed  after  selling  the 
Noludar  tablets  to  a  Mr.  Sweeney,  had 
said  he  had  "  confused  the  bottles  and 
sold  something  from  the  wrong  bottle." 
In  the  magistrates'  court,  Daulby's  ex- 
planation had  been  that  the  tablets  had 
been  returned  by  a  customer  who  had 
had  them  on  a  prescription,  and  that 
the  box  had  accidentally  been  picked 
up  and  supplied  instead  of  the  correct 
purchase.  Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Levin 
whether  Daulby  had  also  said  that,  at 
the  time  of  the  sale,  there  was  confusion 
on  his  premises  because  someone  had 
come  in  for  attention  to  stop  a  badly 
bleeding  thumb,  witness  said  he  did  not 
remember  the  point  being  mentioned  at 
the  time  of  sale,  but  believed  it  was 
put  forward  in  the  magistrates'  court. 


status  could  be  seen  in  the  more  gener- 
ous allocation  of  clerical  assistance  and 
the  greatly  improved  location  and  de- 
sign of  departments  in  reconstruction 
schemes  and  new  hospitals.  The  major 
challenge  now  was  to  find  an  effective 
means  by  which  pharmaceutical  opinion 
could  be  brought  to  bear  in  the  deter- 
mination of  policy.  A  simple  way  of  en- 
suring contact  was  to  include  the  Group 
Pharmacist  in  the  list  of  officers  to 
whom  minutes  and  committee  papers 
were  circulated.  All  too  often  mutual 
distrust  existed  between  the  pharmacist 
and  the  administrator,  who  was  re- 
garded as  the  enemy  of  the  legitimate 
aspirations  of  the  pharmacist.  If  the 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  could  im- 
prove the  image  of  the  pharmacist  the 
preconceived  ideas  of  those  who  took 
up  hospital  administration  as  a  career 
would  be  removed,  and  one  of  the  main 
causes  of  bad  relations  would  go. 


Addressing  the  Committee,  Mr.  Levin 
said  it  would  seem  remarkable  that  a 
man  who  had  appeared  before  a  dis- 
ciplinary committee  of  his  own  profes- 
sion only  a  short  time  previously,  and 
had  been  punished  by  law,  should  em- 
bark upon  a  course  of  conduct  that 
would  be  bound  to  conflict  again  with 
the  disciplinary  organisation.  Daulby, 
who  qualified  in  1939,  was  also  a  B.Sc. 
and  had  been  invalided  out  of  the 
Forces  in  1 943.  Daulby's  explanation  of 
the  advertisement  was  that,  living  above 
the  shop,  he  was  pestered  day  and  night 
for  dispensing  N.H.S.  prescriptions,  and 
could  only  give  notice  that  he  could  no 
longer  do  such  dispensing  by  publish- 
ing an  advertisement  of  that  kind.  It 
would  "  detract,  not  attract,"  custom. 

Addressing  Daulby,  the  Chairman 
said  the  Committee  viewed  such  adver- 
tisements with  disfavour,  but  the  matter 
was  not  grave  enough  to  justify  remov- 
ing his  name  from  the  register.  The 
matter  of  the  sale  of  Noludar  tablets 
';  stands  otherwise."  The  Committee  did 
not  accept  that  the  sale  was  the  resuft 
of  an  accidental  mistake.  "  In  the  light 
of  your  conviction  of  charges  of  for- 
gery of  N.H.S.  prescriptions,  and  in  re- 
lation to  your  subsequent  conviction 
during  what  I  may  refer  to  as  a  period 
of  probation,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee  that  you  ought  not  to  be 
allowed  to  remain  on  the  register,  and 
they  propose  to  direct  that  your  name 
be  removed."  The  decision  would  be- 
come effective  in  three  months,  pending 
an  appeal,  if  any. 

The  Committee  adjourned  the  hear- 
ings of  two  cases,  the  pharmacists  con- 
cerned in  which  had  not  put  in  an 
appearance.  It  postponed  for  one  year 
any  decision  on  a  case  involving  a  mem- 
ber who  had  been  fined  in  a  magis- 
trates' court  for  illegally  supplying  a 
fourth-schedule  drug,  the  member  hav- 
ing declared  that  he  had  supplied  the 
tablets  "  under  duress."  In  another 
case,  involving  the  sale  of  a  product 
containing  a  statutory  poison  from  a 
drug  store  in  which  a  member  of  the 
Society  had  an  interest,  there  was,  after 
the  circumstances  had  been  taken  into 
account,  no  direction  to  remove  his. 
name  from  the  register.

Theft  o£  Scheduled  Poisons 

For  stealing  Fourth-schedule  poisons, 
Anthony   Joseph    Murphy,  Coleridge 
Road,    London,    N.4,    employed  as 
a   warehouseman    by  William  Mar- 
tindale  Wholesale,  Ltd.,  Bruton  Place, 
W.l,  was  sentenced  at  Marlborough 
Street    court    on    May    16    to  six 
months'  imprisonment.  The  magistrate 
told  Murphy  "  This  is  a  very  serious 
matter.  You  were  not  only  stealing  from 
your  employers,  but  you  were  stealing 
drugs  that  can  only  be  issued  by  a 
doctor."  A  detective  said  he  stopped 
the  accused  as  he  left  the  premises  of 
the   wholesale   warehouse   where  he 
worked   and   told   him  that  he  was 
thought  to  have  dangerous  drugs  in  his 
bag.  Caught  after  a  chase,  he  was  found 
to  be  carrying  thirteen  bottles  of  tab- 
lets, worth  £56  17s.,  which  he  admitted 
stealing  from  his  employers.  He  also 
admitted  a  previous  theft,  and  from 
his  address  in  Hornsey  were  recovered 
seven  bottles  and  a  canister  of  tablets, 
worth  in  all  £31  12s.  The  officer  added 
that  Murphy  had  been  fined  in  1 960  for 
theft.

MR.  Frank  Allaun  asked  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  on  May  24  if 
he  was  aware  that,  following  the  15 
per  cent,  tax  on  chocolate,  some  retail 
chemists  had  raised  the  price  of  choco- 
late for  diabetics  from  Is.  8d.  to  2s.  4d. 
for  a  3-oz.  block,  an  increase  of  40  per 
cent.,  and  if  he  would  take  steps  by 
legislation  to  stabilise  the  price  of 
diabetic  chocolate.  Mr.  Anthony 
Barber  (Economic  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury)  said  that  the  answer  to  the 
second  part  of  the  question  was  "  No, 
Sir,"  He  had  made  inquiries  and  his 
information  was  that,  in  general,  the 
increases  in  prices  were  not  such  as 
were  suggested  in  the  question. 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  asked  if  diabe- 
tic foods  and  other  requirements  of 
diabetics  could  be  exempt  from  tax. 
Mr.  Barber  replied  "  We  considered 
carefully  whether  this  type  of  product 
should  be  excluded  from  the  scope  of 
the  new  tax,  but  we  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  if  we  were  to  do  so  it  would 
inevitably  lead  to  anomalies  and  dis- 
turbance in  the  trade.  For  these  rea- 
sons, we  decided  we  must  include  it." 

Consumer  Protection  Report 

The  report  on  Consumer  Protection 
was  received  by  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  on  April  25.  No  date 
could  be  given  regarding  the  date  of 
publication  and  a  little  time  will  be  re- 
quired to  reach  conclusions  on  the  find- 
ings of  the  report  "  which  is  a  lengthy 
document  dealing  with  very  complex 
matters."

HASTINGS  SPEAKER  ON  "QUIETLY  ANGRY "  PHARMACISTS 


THE  chairman  of  the  Hastings  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr. 
C.  H.  ("  Hal  ")  Roberts  and  Mrs.  Rob- 
erts were  given  a  specially  warm  wel- 
come at  the  Branch's  annual  dinner  on 
April  26,  both  having  recently  returned 
from  hospital — Mr.  Roberts  so  recently 
(that  his  vice-chairman  (Dr.  E.  W. 
Skyrme)  deputised  for  him  in  proposing 
the  main  toast :  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society." 

Recognition  Necessary 

Dr.  Skyrme  said  that,  as  a  pharmacist 
speaking  to  pharmacists,  he  could  be 
excused  for  referring  to  their  low  scale 
of  remuneration.  He  had  never  known 
a  time  when  they  were  all  so  quietly 
angry.  The  rate  of  reward  was  now  so 
low  that  it  could  lower  the  standard  of 
service.  Indeed,  the  only  thing  that 
maintained  standards  was  pharmacists' 
professional  pride.  Without  subsidy 
from  the  commercial  side,  N.H.S.  phar- 
maceutical service  would  be  non- 
existent in  about  a  week.  The  120-year- 
old  Charter  of  the  Society  had  been 
brought  up  to  date  but  powers  used 
under  it  had  never  been  used.  The  tem- 
per of  members  was  that  they  should 
be  given  recognition  for  carrying  out 
their  work  as  it  should  be  done.  They 
were  neither  given  a  proper  fee  for  dis- 
pensing nor  recognised  as  the  proper 
channel  for  the  supply  of  all  medicines. 
Another  subject  that  should  be  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  Council  was  the 
Common  Market.  The  South-eastern 
Federation  of  Pharmacists,  which  would 
be  holding  a  meeting  on  that  theme  in 
June,  had  been  told  that  the  Council's 
policy  on  it  had  not  yet  been  decided. 
The  proper  start  for  deciding  policy 
was  "  from  the  bottom  " — that  is  within 
branches.  Members  must  think  what 
would  be  the  effect  on  British  pharmacy 
of  the  introduction  of  continental  prac- 
tices. 

Concentration  Called  For 

In  his  response,  Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger 
(president  of  the  Society)  said  Dr. 
Skyrme  was  right  that  pharmacists'  sense 
of  responsibility  kept  the  service  going. 
It  should  not  be  subject  to  subsidy  from 
the  commercial  side  for  "there  is  no  rea- 
son for  the  existence  of  pharmacy  ex- 
cept to  provide  medicines  for  sick 
people."  When  that  function  was  over- 
laid with  parapharmaceutical  activities 
there  was  "  something  rotten  in  the 
state  of  Denmark."  The  Council  was 
not  unaware  of  the  problem,  on  which 
the  report  on  the  General  Practice  of 
Pharmacy  had  much  to  say.  If  its  im- 
plications were  carried  out,  pharmacy 
would  be  revolutionised.  The  evidence 
went  to  show  that,  for  the  amount  of 
pharmaceutical  work  to  be  done,  there 
were  too  many  pharmacists.  Concentra- 
tion was  called  for.  No  progress  would 
be  made  until  realities  were  faced  and 
the  Council  must  soon  set  up  an  econ- 
omic and  research  unit  to  advise  its 
members.  Those  difficulties  and  the 
Common  Market  had  a  bearing  on  one 
another,  and  pharmacy  must  not  wait 
for  a  decision  on  Britain's  entry  before 


discussing  that  matter.  This  country  was 
the  only  one  in  which  there  was  no 
limitation  of  pharmacists  in  relation  to 
population  needs,  and  it  might  well  be 
that  under  the  Common  Market  there 
might  be  an  influx  of  some  of  the  sur- 
plus pharmacists  from  Italy  or  France 
and  other  countries  immigrating  into 
this  country.  These  were  serious  matters 
which  had  got  to  be  considered  and 
wise  decisions  taken.  Important  matters 
like  these  should  be  studied  now,  so 
that  unwise  decisions  were  not  sprung 
upon  them  through  negligence.  He  was 
not  unduly  worried,  however,  that  the 
wrong  decisions  might  be  taken.  Hos- 
pital pharmacy  had  long  been  in  a  state 
of  unhappy  depression.  Conditions  in 
retail  pharmacy  had  drained  away  re- 
cruits for  ten  years,  and  no  personnel 
was  forthcoming  for  senior  posts.  The 
Minister  of  Health  must  attend  to  that 
situation  or  see  a  reversion  to  a  medi- 
ocre service,  contrasting  with  profes- 
sional contacts  that  showed  hospital 
pharmacists  to  be  held  in  high  esteem,

Dinner  at  the  House  of  Commons 

A  recent  tour  of  the  Houses  of  Par- 
liament made  by  members  of  the  Rom- 
ford Branch  of  the  Society  was  spon- 
sored by  Sir  Hugh  Linstead,  who  in  the 
event  was  unfortunately  prevented  from 
attending,  Mr.  Alan  Brown  (M.P.  for 
Tottenham)  deputising  for  him  at  short 
notice.  Mr.  Brown  welcomed  the  party 
of  fifty  to  Westminster,  and  they  made 
a  tour  of  both  Houses  before  dinner 
in  a  room  overlooking  the  terrace  and 
the  Thames.  The  toast  "  The  House  of 
Commons "  was  proposed  by  the 
Branch  chairman  (Mr.  E.  W.  Richard), 
who  likened  its  architecture  to  that  of 
a  cathedral.  He  wondered  whether  the 
environment  had  an  effect  on  speech 
making.  Mr.  Brown  replied  that  it  was 
a  happy  occasion  for  him  to  welcome 
fellow-pharmacists.  It  was  not  always 
possible,  he  said,  to  "  catch  the 
Speaker's  eye "  in  a  Health  Service 
debate,  and  during  his  membership  of 
the  House  he  had  probably  prepared 
over  twenty  speeches  that  he  not  been 
called  upon  to  deliver.  On  the  other 
hand,  a  Member  might,  in  an  emer- 
gency, be  called  upon  to  speak  without 
preparation.   Mr.  Brown  spoke  highly 


and  with  the  expenditure  of  much 
money  on  hospital  re-equipment.  The 
Minister  had  knocked  at  industry,  too, 
and  for  the  first  time  since  the  Society 
was  founded  there  was  a  common  cause 
among  all  sections  of  the  Society's 
membership.  Mr.  G.  D.  Smith  proposed 
a  toast  to  the  guests,  to  which  Mr. 
M.  T.  H.  Clark  (chairman,  Eastbourne 
Branch)  replied.  He  laid  stress  on  the 
risk  that  the  whittling  down  of  health 
benefits  might  undermine  standards  of 
health.  Mr.  Clark  said  that  Mr.  G.  C. 
Duncan,  hon.  secretary  of  the  Hastings 
Branch,  and  the  committee  could  con- 
gratulate themselves  on  arranging  a 
very  happy  evening.  He  also  paid  tri- 
bute to  Mr.  Roberts,  who  had  devoted 
years  of  service  to  the  Branch.

Mr.  Frank  Pelham,  who  acted  as 
M.C.,  handed  over  to  Mr.  Grainger 
during  the  evening  the  cheque  for

speeches.  He  felt  that  closer  employer/ 
employee  co-operation  was  needed  in 
pharmacy,  and  suggested  that  writing 
to  an  M.P.  was  always  worth  while;  it 
gave  the  politician  food  for  thought 
and  action.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
evening  a  unanimous  decision  was 
reached  to  send  a  message  of  good 
wishes  to  Sir  Hugh  for  a  speedy 
recovery  to  full  health. 

YORK 

Conditions  of  Survival 

Pharmacy  was  passing  through  a  period 
when  relations  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  were  "  more  than  somewhat 
strained,"  said  Mr.  R.  N.  Aitken  (chair- 
man), at  the  annual  dinner  of  York 
Branch  of  the  Society  on  May  11.  Pro- 
posing the  toast  of  the  Society,  Mr. 
Aitken  said  that  hospital  pharmacists 
had  been  badly  treated  by  the  Minis- 
ter's refusal  to  accept  Whitley  Council 
recommendations,  while  retail  pharma- 
cists deprecated  the  reduction  of  their 
cost  profits  and  the  use  of  the  word 
"  consultation  "  which,  from  their  point 
of  view  seemed  to  mean  dictation.  Phar- 
macists played  a  tremendous  part  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  community's  health 
at  comparatively  little  cost,  but  they 
had  received  no  tributes — only  cuts.  Re- 
plying, Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger  (president  of 
the  Society)  emphasised  that  pharmacy 
was  an  essential  part  of  the  medical 
service.  It  was  sad  that  they  were  not 
sufficiently  appreciated  by  the  Health 
Ministry,  but  to  some  extent  it  was  the 
pharmacists'  own  fault.  The  Society 
had  come  into  being  to  meet  a  crisis, 
but  members  had  not  been  content  to 
battle  against  the  Medical  Act.  It  had 
been  felt  that  if  pharmacy  was  to  sur- 
vive as  a  profession,  it  had  to  be  built 
up  on  the  basis  of  education,  a  strong 
ethical  code  and  public  service.  That 
was  what  the  Council  was  trying  to  do.

for  twelve  tablets  of  Panadol  when  I 
can  go  to  a  non-pharmaceutical  outlet 
and  buy  sixteen  tablets  of  Hedex  for 
the  same  price?  Does  a  drug  work 
more  effectively  because  it  is  handed 
to  me  by  an  M.P.S.  or  one  of  his  em- 
ployees? How  can  anyone  reconcile 
blatant  overcharging  with  "  honesty  of 
purpose"?  If  pharmacists  want  to  be 
considered  more  than  mere  shop- 
keepers, is  it  not  their  duty,  in  putting 
the  interest  of  their  customers  before 
their  own  immediate  profit,  to  stock 
and  recommend  Hedex  rather  than  Pan- 
adol? Is  not  that,  in  fact,  the  sort  of 
informed  service  that  the  public  has  a 
right  to  expect  as  evidence  of  the 
greater  knowledge  of  the  pharmacist 
compared  with  the  manager  of  a  super- 
market? If  not,  "  professional  ethics  " 
seems  to  be  just  a  synonym  for  hum- 
bug. Can  anyone  provide  a  reasoned 
refutation?

Pharmacognosy  in  the  Curriculum 

Sir,  —  Words  taken  out  of  context 
may  sometimes  give  a  wrong  impression 
and  in  view  of  Mr.  McLauchlin's  letter 
(C.  &  D.,  May  26,  p.  576),  I  should 
like  to  make  clear  my  views  on  phar- 
macognosy. To  me  pharmacognosy  is 
an  exceedingly  important  subject  and 
well  worth  being  studied  at  honours  de- 
gree .level.  Apart  from  its  undoubted 


cultural  value  the  subject  impinges  on 
and  affects  practically  every  aspect  of 
pharmaceutical  work.  An  examination 
of  the  drugs  used  in  modern  medicine 
reveals  a  remarkable  number  of  com- 
pounds which  have  either  come  from 
natural  sources  or  have  been  synthe- 
sised  by  chemists  who  used  the  mole- 
cular structures  supplied  by  nature  as 
the  basis  for  their  research.  It  is  ex- 
tremely unlikely  that  nature  has  yielded 
up  all  her  secrets,  and  a  wide  field  of 
investigation  is  still  available  for  the 
specialist  pharmacognosist  to  give  fur- 
ther help  in  adding  to  the  long  list  of 
drugs  which  have  already  been  pro- 
duced. When  the  problem  arises  of  fram- 
ing a  curriculum  suitable  for  the  train- 
ing of  a  pharmacist  many  divergent 
opinions  are  expressed  as  to  what  should 
and  should  not  be  included,  one  sugges- 
tion which  I  deplore  being  that  pharma- 
cognosy should  no  longer  be  one  of  the 
subjects  taught.  It  should,  however,  be 
realised  that  we  are  setting  out  to  train 
a  pharmacist  and  not  a  specialist  phar- 
macognosist. and  the  problem  facing  us 
is  to  find  the  best  method  of  utilising 
the  hours  devoted  to  the  study  of  phar- 
macognosy. It  is  in  this  context  that  I 
have  a  bias  in  favour  of  stressing  the 
chemical  aspects  of  pharmacognosy  (as 
opposed  to  time-consuming  microscopy) 
as  the  best  means  of  turning  out  what 
we  really  want,  namely  a  pharmacist 
able  to  take  his  place  in  the  general 
practice  of  pharmacy.

THE  B  ATT  ERSE  A,  LONDON,  PHARMACY  OF  W.  K.  SOMERTON 

Since  1893  or  even  earlier,  when  {he  proprietor  was  a  Mr.  Cresswell,  there  has  been  a  pharmacy  at  357  Battersea 
Park  Road,  London,  S.W.I  1.  In  about  1910  the  business  was  taken  over  by  Mr.  W.  K.  Somerton,  who  ran  it  until 
his  death  in  1934,  when  a  limited  company  was  formed.  The  shopfront  is  not  more  recent  than  1900,  the  remainder 
of  the  premises  much  older.  The  windows  are  backed  by  V'ictorian  stained-glass  panels  depicting  herbs  used  by  the 
pharmacist.  Behind  the  window  at  right  of  the  doorway  there  was  formerly  a  "  dental  parlour,"  partitioned  with 
glass  panels,  in  which  American  dentistry  was  carried  on.  Over  the  years  a  flourishing  pharmaceutical  business, 
serving  a  considerable  area,  has  been  built  up.  It  is  not  likely  to  remain  on  the  site  for  much  longer,  as  the 
property  is  scheduled  for  demolition  to  make  way  for  extensions  to  a  secondary  school.

United  Kingdom  exports  of  drugs,  medicines  and  medi- 
cinal preparations  during  April  were,  at  £4,510,140,  well 
maintained,  bringing  the  total  for  the  first  four  months 
of  the  year  to  £16-7  millions,  against  £16-2  millions  for 
the  corresponding  period  last  year.  Australia's  predomi- 
nance as  Britain's  best  market  has  seldom  been  so 
apparent  as  in  the  past  few  months,  when  she  has  taken 
10  per  cent,  of  British  exports  of  prepared  medicines, 
her  purchases  during  April  being  valued  at  £453,110. 
The  fall  in  exports  to  Nigeria,  which  has  been  a  feature 
of  recent  months,  continued  during  April,  the  value 
being,  at  £136,165,  down  by  nearly  50  per  cent,  com- 
pared with  April  1960.  Considerably  higher  shipments, 
however,  were  made  to  the  United  States,  the  value  at 
£244,930  being  nearly  four  times  that  of  April  1961.  Ex- 
ports to  Canada  and  to  European  countries,  France  and 
Sweden  excepted,  showed  increases.  New  Zealand's  pur- 
chases, at  £222,135,  placed  her  in  the  third  position,  fol- 
lowed closely  by  the  Republic  of  Ireland,  with  £211,835. 
Exports  and  imports  of  the  important  medicinal  items 
for  which  statistics  are  available  for  April  are  given  in 
the  accompanying  tables.

Negotiating  a  New  Tenancy 

A  tenancy  of  a  pharmacy,  as  of  any  other  trade  or 
business  premises,  automatically  continues,  after  the 
expiry  of  the  term  granted,  until  either  the  landlord 
serves  statutory  notice  of  termination  or  the  tenant 
makes  a  statutory  request  for  a  new  tenancy.  A  tenant, 
therefore,  is  well  advised  to  refrain  from  making  such 
a  request  unless  certain  he  can  obtain  better  terms  from 
the  court.  A  landlord  may  serve  notice  of  termination, 
not  to  obtain  possession,  but  to  secure  an  increase  of 
rent  or  better  terms  for  himself.  In  either  of  those  situa- 
tions a  new  tenancy  may  be  negotiated  between  the 
parties  without  taking  the  matter  to  court. 

When  the  terms  of  a  new  tenancy  are  negotiated, 
the  basic  rental  to  be  aimed  at  is  the  fair  rental  that 
could  be  obtained  if  the  premises  were  to  let  in  the  open 
market,  and  the  hypothetical  bidders  need  not  be  per- 
sons who  would  use  the  premises  for  the  same  purpose 
as  the  tenant  himself.  Any  estate  agent  in  the  district 
should  be  able  to  give  approximately  the  market  rental 
value,  though  it  is  usually  as  well  to  obtain  indepen- 
dent valuations  from  different  agents  and  strike  an 
average. 

The  market  rental  figure  having  been  obtained,  adjust- 
ments under  Section  34  of  the  Landlord  and  Tenant 
Act,  1954,  may  have  to  be  made.  If,  for  example,  the 
tenant  or  his  predecessor  in  title  has  worked  up,  as  he 
may  well  have  done,  a  useful  goodwill,  so  that  the 
market  rental  obtainable  if  the  premises  were  let  to  a 
person  carrying  on  the  same  trade  would  be  enhanced 
or  increased,  any  portion  of  the  market  rental  that 
reflects  that  increase  has  to  be  ignored.  It  must  not  be 
overlooked,  however,  that  the  premises  may  have  an 
appeal  for  traders  whose  business  has  no  connection 
with  the  pharmaceutical  business  of  the  sitting  tenant. 
If  any  such  trader  is  prepared  to  pay  a  rent  as  high 
as,  or  greater  than,  the  rent  obtainable  from  the  phar- 
macist, then  any  such  goodwill  increase  of  rent  has  to 
be  ignored.  The  sitting  tenant,  too,  or  some  of  his  pre- 
decessors in  title,  may  have  made  improvements  to  the 
property,  enabling  a  higher  rent  to  be  obtained  in  the 
open  market.  The  basic  market  rent  would  have  to  be 
adjusted  by  making  a  reduction  on  that  account,  though 
it  should  be  noted  that,  under  a  recent  High  Court  de- 
cision the  only  improvements  to  which  regard  may  be 
paid  for  the  purpose  are,  in  general,  improvements  that 
have  been  made  under  the  current  tenancy. 
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Franco-British  Pharmaceutical  Congress 

(Concluded  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  May  26,  p.  581) 


THE  British  paper  on  public  relations 
in  pharmacy  was  circulated,  not  read. 
The  following  is  a  summary: 

Public  relations  are  forming  in  the 
mind  of  the  public  of  a  certain  image 
of  a  person  or  a  group  of  persons. 
Among  the  blaze  and  noise  of  publi- 
city in  modern  civilisation  one  must, 
to  be  heard,  blow  one's  own  trumpet. 
In  conditions  of  fierce  competition  one's 
case  could  otherwise  go  by  default. 

Importance  of  Selling  Ideas 

The  most  obvious  example  of  public 
relations  is  the  advertising  of  goods  for 
sale,  but  it  is  often  important  to  be 
able  to  sell  ideas.  The  pharmacist  must 
be  dedicated  to  the  service  of  the  sick 
and  must  be  clearly  seen  by  the  public 
to  be  so.  The  propagation  of  ideas  is 
indeed  today  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant techniques  of  national  and  inter- 
national politics,  and  campaigning  for 
the  attention  and  education  of  the 
public  has  become  an  activity  of  such 
diverse  bodies  as  governments,  politi- 
cal parties,  organised  religious  bodies, 
societies  in  favour  of  this  or  against 
that,  and  many  others.  If  the  profes- 
sions cannot  make  known  to  govern- 
ments and  to  the  public  what  their 
services  to  the  public  are,  they  are  in 
danger  of  submergence  in  a  sea  of 
government  control  or  commercialism. 

All  the  professions  have  certain 
assets.  Their  members  carry  responsi- 
bilities to  the  community  over  and 
above  the  standards  of  conduct  laid 
down  by  the  law  for  all  citizens.  Those 
responsibilities  derive  from  the  tradi- 
tions of  the  profession.  They  may  be 
enforced  in  part  by  professional  tri- 
bunals but  should  be  maintained  mainly 
by  the  conscience  of  the  individual 
professional  men.  It  is  an  asset  to  any 
community  to  have  among  its  citizens 
groups  of  men  animated  in  their  activi- 
ties by  ideals  that  transcend  the  ortho- 
dox "  fair  day's  work  for  a  fair  day's 
pay."  But  does  the  public  understand 
that,  and  appreciate   how   the  com- 


munity can  be  impoverished  by  a 
gradual  erosion  of  the  responsibilities 
that  the  proud  title  of  "  profession " 
carries  with  it? 

What  particular  assets  do  the  phar- 
maceutical profession  offer  the  com- 
munity? Essentially  they  were  respon- 
sibility and  knowledge.  Responsibility 
involves  advising  the  physician  and  the 
public.  It  requires  the  pharmacist 
sometimes  to  say  no  when  it  may  be  to 
his  superficial  advantage  to  say  yes.  It 
calls  for  meticulous  care  in  the  con- 
duct of  his  business  and  the  perform- 
ance of  pharmaceutical  operations.  If 
the  practice  of  pharmacy  anywhere  falls 
short  of  the  best,  then  little  can  be 
done  by  the  technique  of  public  rela- 
tions to  improve  the  poor  image  that 
may  have  been  created.  Standards  of 
practice  must  first  be  improved.  It  is 
basic  to  the  projection  of  a  good  pro- 
fessional picture  that  the  picture  itself 
should  be  good.  Every  pharmacist  is 
to  this  extent  a  public-relations  officer 
for  himself  and  for  his  colleagues. 

One  great  problem  is  to  establish 
good  public  relations  between  profes- 
sional bodies  and  their  own  members. 
Public  relations,  regarded  as  a  means 
of  defence,  is  difficult  to  achieve  and 
rarely  satisfactory. 

Focus  on  the  Individual 

The  pharmaceutical  image  must 
centre  upon  the  individual  pharmacist 
and  the  value  to  the  public  of  his 
diploma  as  a  guarantee  of  integrity, 
knowledge  and  experience.  Linked  with 
that  are  his  education,  the  standards  of 
professional  ethics  and  the  responsibili- 
ties he  carries  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public.  The  nature  of  medicaments 
needs  to  be  emphasised.  They  are  not 
ordinary  articles  of  commerce  but  must 
be  used  with  caution  and  handled  with 
knowledge.  How  is  this  image  to  be 
projected  to  the  public?  The  principal 
and  most  effective  means  is  the  phar- 
macist himself.  He  must  be  proud  of 
his  profession  and  mindful  of  its  tradi-

tions  and  standards.  No  campaign  t 
extol  his  quality  can  succeed  if  the 
contrary  is  manifest  in  his  pharmac 
or  in  the  way  he  discharges  his  respon- 
sibilities. 

There  are  today  many  mean 
whereby  a  story  can  be  told  to  th 
public.  Liaison  with  Governmenl 
departments,  Parliament  and  munici- 
palities is  a  specialised  form  of  public 
relations  depending  largely  upon  th 
personal  association  of  individuals.  I 
is  important  that  pharmacists  be  en- 
couraged to  take  up  public  work  and 
to  stand  for  election  to  membership  of 
public  bodies. 

The  organism  best  suited  to  conduc 
public  relations  on  behalf  of  a  profes- 
sion is  certainly  a  national  professional 
association.  The  most  important  link 
in  the  public  relations  chain  being  the 
individual  practising  pharmacist,  any 
substantial  public-relations  operation 
must  depend  upon  him.  It  may  there- 
fore be  necessary  to  begin  with  a  cam- 
paign directed  to  the  members  of  the 
profession  themselves. 

M.  Michel  Delalande,  Paris,  said 
it  was  necessary  that  public  relations 
"  like  charity,"  should  begin  at  home. 

Mr.  A.  Aldington,  London,  said  it 
was  important  to  convince  the  pharma- 
cist that  he  was  his  own  best  public 
relations  officer.  He  regretted  that 
even  British  manufacturers  had  not 
been  persuaded  that  the  pharmacist 
should  be  the  only  source  of  medicines 
to  the  public. 

Public  Interest  First 

He  disagreed  with  Mr.  Matthews  (Con- 
gress chairman)  that  the  public  thought 
product  prices  too  high.  The  public  real- 
ised the  value  of  the  goods:  it  was  only 
the  Government  that  considered  the 
price.  He  therefore  suggested  that,  in 
Britain,  the  impact  of  public  relations 
should  be  directed  at  the  Government, 
all  sections  of  pharmacy  combining  to 
project  a  correct  image.  It  was,  how-

iver,  important  to  base  any  campaign 
hi  the  public  interest.  M.  Gregoire 
Schmutz  (president  of  the  Conseil  Re- 
gional, Strasbourg)  felt  that  the  per- 
onality  of  the  pharmacist  should  be 
leveloped.  It  was  important  that  he 
hould  spend  more  time  in  the  public 
ervice.  Members  of  the  public 
ittached  less  importance  to  what  they 
■ead  in  advertisements  than  to  advice 
given  to  them  by  a  trusted  pharmacist. 

Woman's  Part  in  Public  Relations 

Mrs.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst,  Hull, 
complimented  the  authors  of  the 
papers,  and  put  the  point  of  view  that 
women  pharmacists  played  a  much 
better  part  in  public  relations  than  men. 
When  a  woman  ran  a  pharmacy  she 
was  there  to  see  and  discuss  matters 
with  patients.  Medicines  should  be 
kept  apart  from  other  goods  by  a  divi- 
sion, so  that  the  pharmacist's  attention 
should  not  be  distracted  from  his  main 
work. 

Mr.  J.  Grosset,  Edinburgh,  felt  that 
there  would  be  no  point  in  the  phar- 
macist's becoming  active  in  public  life 
unless  his  pharmacy  was  a  credit  to 
him. 

Let  the  pharmacist  be  conscious  of 
one  thing,  said  Mr.  D.  Hudson,  Hove. 
"  The  public  only  remember  failures, 
never  successes."  Failure  to  provide  a 
service  on  one  occasion  would  be  re- 
membered far  longer  than  the  many 
successful  undertakings.  Every  failure, 
however  trivial,  in  which  an  individual 
pharmacist  was  involved,  would  not 
only  be  remembered  against  him  but 
against  the  profession  as  a  whole. 

M.  F.  Weissenbach  (president,  Syn- 
dicat  des  Pharmaciens  du  Bas-Rhin) 
pointed  out  that,  of  the  three  pharma- 
ceutical groups — wholesaler,  manufac- 
turer and  retailer,  it  was  the  manufac- 
turer who  had  the  means  of  creating 
the  most  goodwill  for  the  profession. 

Mr.  F.  D.  P.  Lewis-Smith,  Here- 
ford, believed  that,  in  England,  it  was 
necessary  for  public-relations  activities 
to  be  directed  centrally  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Jensen,  Brighton,  said  that 


the  average  pharmacist  did  not  have  the 
time  to  take  part  in  civic  and  other 
affairs. 

Dr.  Yves  Clement  (secretary-gen- 
eral, Conseil  National  de  1'Ordre  des 
Pharmaciens,  and  secretary  of  the 
French  section  of  the  Commission)  re- 
minded congressists  that  the  public  put 
the  pharmacist  on  a  pedestal,  and  he 
should  act  accordingly.  Much  public 
relations  work  had  to  be  in  secret.  His 
organisation  had  spent  £20,000  on 
forms  of  propaganda  about  which  noth- 
ing could  be  said,  since  to  do  so, 
would  destroy  its  value. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger  (president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Bri- 
tain) reminded  the  congress  that  in  a 
"  do-it-yourself "  age,  some  commer- 
cial interests  were  only  too  ready  to 
break  down  the  privileges  of  the  pro- 
fessional man,  who  must  therefore  fall 
back  on  those  things  that  could  not  be 
done  by  others. 

M.  Hourticq,  Paris,  stressed  that  it 
was  no  good  for  pharmacists  to  under- 
take public-relations  work  on  the  basis 
of  attracting  a  business  monopoly.  It 
should  be  carried  out  with  the  future 
of  Europe  in  mind,  and  the  place  of 
pharmacy  in  a  free  economy.  It  was 
also  necessary  to  speak  of  pharmacy 
not  as  handling  goods  but  as  a  service. 
The  greatness  of  a  city  depended  on  its 
citizens,  and  pharmaceutical  public- 
relations  work  should  emphasise  that, 
if  the  public  destroyed  the  intellectual 
position  of  the  pharmacist,  then  the 
community  would  be  the  poorer.  The 
intellectual  contribution  a  pharmacist 
could  make  to  a  community  was  his 
greatest  asset. 

Undaunted  by  Strike 

Though  the  members  of  the  British 
party  were  told  on  their  arrival  at  Gat- 
wick  airport  that  a  strike  of  ground 
staff  operatives  at  Strasbourg  might 
delay  their  return,  arranged  for  May  21, 
they  showed  no  obvious  signs  of  dis- 
may, and  the  party  embarked  quite 
happily  in  a  Viscount  of  the  British 
United  Airways.  After  landing  at  Stras- 
bourg, they  were  taken  for  a  short  tour 


ending  at  the  Monastery  of  St.  Odile 
for  tea  and  an  introduction  to  the  local 
gastronomy.  The  monastery  stands 
about  2,200  ft.  above  sea  level  on  the 
wide,  steep  slope  of  the  northern  point 
of  the  Bloss  mountains,  overlooking  the 
plain  of  Alsace.  An  early  departure  for 
Strasbourg  on  Saturday  morning  had 
been  arranged,  and  any  apprehensions 
about  the  difficulty  of  waking  in  time 
were  dissipated  when  at  7  a.m.  the 
local  brass  band  played  outside  each  of 
the  hotels  at  which  the  guests  were 
staying. 

At  the  Faculte  de  Pharmacie  at  Stras- 
bourg members  were  welcomed  by  the 
dean,  L.  G.  Matthews  (Congress  chair- 
man) replying.  During  the  morning 
the  dean  showed  the  visitors  one  of 
the  faculty's  treasures  (the  work  of 
Despierre),  a  tapestry  of  modern  design, 
predominantly  in  colours  of  red,  gold 
and  blue,  representing  the  transition 
from  botanical  medicines  to  synthetic 
chemistry.  At  the  end  of  the  congress 
visitors  were  taken  to  see  the  astronom- 
ical clock  in  Strasbourg  Cathedral.  At  a 
reception  on  Saturday  evening  by  the 
deputy  mayor  of  Strasbourg,  Mr. 
Matthews  gave  an  acknowledgment  in 
the  language  of  his  hosts,  and  the 
deputy  mayor  referred  to  pharmacy's 
scientific  record,  proudly  mentioning 
local  pharmaceutical  teaching  facilities. 

Broadcasts 

Before  the  banquet  on  Saturday  night 
Sir  Hugh  Linstead,  M.  Frank  Arnal 
and  Mr.  Matthews  broadcast  over  the 
Radiodiffusion  Francaise.  M.  Arnal 
spoke  of  the  Commission  and  of  the 
good  relations  between  British  and 
French  pharmacists.  The  Commission,  he 
said,  had  been  able  to  provide  post- 
graduate scholarships  for  British  phar- 
macists at  French  universities,  and  for 
French  pharmacists  to  visit  Britain.  Lec- 
ture tours  had  also  been  arranged,  chil- 
dren of  pharmacists  had  exchanged  holi- 
days, and  permanent  friendships  had 
been  made.  Mr.  Matthews  referred  to 
the  discussion  at  the  Congress  on  the 
ways  in  which  pharmacists  in  both 
countries  could  give  better  service  to

the  public,  and  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  said 
that  what  had  begun  as  a  purely 
Franco-British  affair  might  be  of  great 
value  if  Britain  went  into  the  Common 
Market. 

During  the  Congress  banquet  "  folk- 
loric "  music  was  played  by  a  small 
brass  band  and  traditional  dancing  was 
demonstrated  by  a  group  in  national 
dress  whose  members  had  given  each 
visitor  a  small  spray  of  flowers  before 
entering  the  dining  room.  In  an  inter- 
lude during  the  banquet  Mr.  H.  S. 
Grainger  thanked  the  hosts  for  the 
evening's  arrangements.

British  Chemical  and  Dyestuffs  Traders 

ASSOCIATION'S  ANNUAL  LUNCHEON  AND  MEETING 


THE  state  of  the  Common  Market 
negotiations  was  .discussed  by  Mr. 
Peter  Thomas,  M.P.  (Joint  Parliamen- 
tary Under-secretary  of  State  for 
Foreign  Affairs)  deputising  for  the  Lord 
Privy  Seal,  when  he  proposed  the  toast 
of  the  British  Chemical  and  Dyestuffs 
Traders'  Association  at  its  annual  lun- 
cheon on  May  22.  Mr.  Thomas  said  he 
was  glad  the  chemical  industry  was  in 
favour  of  entry  into  the  Common  Mar- 
ket. The  task  facing  the  country  was 
greater  than  to  negotiate  entry.  It  was 
to  try  and  create  a  new  Europe  while 
maintaining  links  with  friends  in  the 
European  Free  Trade  Association  and 
with  the  Commonwealth,  areas  with 
which  the  industry  did  most  business. 
The  application  to  join  was  based  on 
political  as  well  as  economic  considera- 
tions, for  there  was  a  danger  that 
Europe  might  become  economically 
divided  between  the  seven  and  the  six. 
The  Continent  of  Europe  was  no  more 
than  a  promontory  of  the  great  Eura- 
sian land  mass  and  "  a  small  enough 
toehold  for  Western  culture."  It  was, 
however,  the  most  important  promon- 
tory in  the  world,  both  in  economic 
potential  and  in  political  significance. 
Britain's  security  and  politics  were  in- 
volved with  Europe  "  whether  we  like 
it  or  not."  To  stay  out  would  be  to 
leave  vital  decisions  in  the  hands  of 
others.  By  joining,  Britain  could  bring 
to  bear  such  an  influence  as  might  have 
prevented  two  world  wars.  She  would 
gain  economic  strength  and  be  able  to 
play  a  fuller  part  in  providing  techni- 
cal assistance  and  capital  to  the  under- 
developed areas  of  the  world.  The 
recent  Brussels  meeting  marked  a  turn- 
ing point  following  which   real  and 


rapid  progress  must  be  made  to  a  final 
solution.  To  industry  it  meant  a  chal- 
lenge to  produce  more  imaginatively 
and  efficiently.  In  1961  the  industry's 
direct  exports,  at  £385  millions  (an  in- 
crease of  £90  millions  over  six  years) 
was  at  about  the  level  of  British  ex- 
ports as  a  whole.  Imports  during  the 
same  period  were  up  by  £55  millions  to 
£170  millions. 

Replying  for  the  Association  Mr. 
G.  S.  Bache  (president)  said  that  the 
world  chemical  industry  was  experienc- 
ing a  period  of  overproduction.  In  the 
difficulties  of  the  British  industry  the 
Association  had  an  important  role  to 
play  and  it  was  incumbent  on  all  mem- 
bers to  give  maximum  support. 

The  Association's  chairman  (Dr.  C.  J. 
Bell),  who  presided  at  the  luncheon, 
welcomed  the  many  official  guests,  on 
whose  behalf  Dr.  J.  Dickson  Wright 
responded. 

Annual  Report 

The  Association's  thirty-ninth  annual 
report,  presented  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing on  the  same  day,  put  on  record 
"  long  standing  cordial  relationships 
with  the  Board  of  Trade  and  H.M. 
Customs  and  Excise."  The  Association 
continued  to  examine  questions  of  com- 
mon interest,  and  since  the  previous  re- 
port there  had  been  four  applications 
of  interest  to  the  chemical  trade  for 
protective  duty.  The  only  Order  made 
under  the  Act  had  imposed  an  anti- 
dumping duty  of  £3  per  ton  on  ammon- 
ium sulphate  from  the  Soviet  Zone  of 
Germany.  To  enable  members  to  make 
a  tentative  approach  to  the  tariff  prob- 
lem resulting  from  entry  into  the  Com- 
mon Market,  an  outline  of  the  prob- 


able procedure  for  the  internal  and 
external  tariff  reductions  had  been  cir- 
culated. Consideration  has  also  been 
given  to  the  possible  effect  entry  would 
have  on  the  procedure  for  temporary 
suspension  of  import  duty  on  chemi- 
cals. Whatever  the  outcome  of  the 
Common  Market  negotiations  there  was 
a  definite  world  trend  towards  lower 
tariffs,  and  it  was  the  declared  aim  of 
the  Government  to  expand  trade  and 
get  the  widest  possible  exchange  of 
goods  of  all  kinds.  The  Association 
welcomed  that  policy.  As  a  mercantile 
country  Britain  should  aim  to  trade 
with  the  whole  world,  developing  to 
the  full  a  valuable  entrepot  trade,  and 
not  merely  rely  on  home  manufac- 
tures. Expansion  in  world  trade  must 
depend  on  the  progressive  elimination 
of  tariffs  and  quota  restrictions  and  it 
remained  to  be  seen  whether  that  could 
be  accomplished  by  entry  into  the 
Common  Market  or  by  negotiations 
within  the  General  Agreement  on 
Tariffs  and  Trade.  The  Association 
had  emphasised  that  the  trading  com- 
munity needed  to  be  informed  well  in 
advance  of  any  changes  to  be  made. 
The  years  ahead  would  bring  intensi- 
fied competition,  but  the  chairman  had 
no  doubt  that  the  adaptability  and 
resilience  of  British  merchant  organisa- 
tions would  ensure  the  full  use  of 
opportunities  for  expansion  of  trade.

Mr.  A.  H.  Dyson,  Birkenhead, 
bought  the  Ministry  would  listen  to  a 
onstructive  idea  for  saving  drug  costs, 
lis  suggestion  was  that,  where  there 
vere  B.P.  drugs  equivalent  to  proprie- 
aries,  contractors  should  be  allowed 
o  use  them. 

From  the  platform  Mr.  Wright  sug- 
;ested  that  what  Mr.  Dyson  was  refer- 
ing  to  was  substitution.  The  Execu- 
ive    had    announced    that,    if  the 
Ministry  would  be  willing  to  indemnify 
;ontractors  against  possible  action  from 
nanufacturers,    it   would  recommend 
uch   substitution,   but   at   present  a 
nanufacturer  could  take  the  chemist  to 
;ourt,   and   a   prescriber   could  also 
hallenge  the  chemist's  action. 
The  resolution  was  lost. 
The  next  resolution,  put  on  behalf  of 
Nottingham  Branch  by  Mr.  J.  Britton, 
orompted  the  comment  from  Mr.  A. 
Barker,  Todmorden,  that  he  was  loth 
o  handicap  the  representatives  on  the 
>latform  by  "  tying  them  to  the  dead 
egs  in  Bloomsbury  Square."  Another 
member  suggested  that  the  advantage 
af  linkage  would  be  "  the  opportunity 
o  bring  home  to  Bloomsbury  Square 
■ome  of  the  facts  of  business  life."  The 
erms  of  the  motion  were:  — 
This  Branch  proposes  that  there  should 
be  a  much  stronger  liaison  between  the 
N.P.U.  and  the  Society  with  a  view  to 
furthering  the  interests  of  all  pharma- 
cists, and  further  that  the  Society  should 
be  strongly  represented  on  the  Contrac- 
tors Committee. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Turner,  Stoke-on-Trent, 
said  he  supported  the  resolution  but 
members  must  face  facts.  Three  mem- 
bers of  the  N.P.U.  Executive  who  had 
presented  reports  from  the  platform 
that  afternoon  were  on  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society;  Mr.  Wright, 
the  Union's  secretary,  was  on  the  com- 
mittee on  professional  fees;  the  N.P.U. 
was  represented  on  the  newly  formed 
co-ordinating  committee;  and  Mr. 
Adams  (the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
registrar)  was  "  sitting-in  "  at  meetings 
of  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee. 
The  resolution  was  carried. 
The  next  resolution,  which  Mr.  C. 
Mellor,  Stockport,  put  on  behalf  of 
the  Stockport  branch  was: — - 
It  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
there  ought  to  be  a  referendum  on  the 
feeling  of  members  whether  to  support 
a  withdrawal  of  dispensing  service  from 
the  National  Health  Service,  if  negotia- 
tions with  the  Minister  of  Health  are 
not  satisfactory  to  pharmacist  contrac- 
tors after  the  stated  six  months. 
Mr.  D.  Royce,  Pontefract,  moved  an 
amendment  to  delete  the  words  "  with- 
drawal of  dispensing  service  "  and  sub- 
stitute "  terminate  the  existing  con- 
tract." That  would  put  contractors  in  a 
strong  bargaining  position,  because  con- 
tractors could  offer  to  carry  on,  but 
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have  their  notice  of  withdrawal  ready 
to    be   implemented   at    a  moment's 
notice.     The     motion     having  been 
seconded,  Mr.  G.  Espley,  Blackburn, 
said  that,  in  November  1961,  contrac- 
tors had  been  within  an  ace  of  with- 
drawing. The  reason  they  had  not  done 
so  was  not  because  of  the  failure  of 
the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee,  or  of  its 
chairman  (Mr.  Graham).    The  reason 
was  distrust  among  contractors.  Every 
member  under  contract  to  an  Executive 
Council  should  resign  in  writing  to  the 
N.P.U.,  which  should  undertake  not  to 
send  in  notice  of  withdrawal  before 
99  per  cent,  of  resignations  were  in 
hand.  Provided  that  the  resignation  was 
confirmed    before   action    was  taken, 
there    would    be    no    more  distrust 
amongst  contractors.  The  amendment 
was  carried  almost  unanimously. 
Moving  a  Sheffield  resolution 
That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  work  of  the  Executive  and  of 
the    Central    N.H.S.    Committee  can 
never  be  completely  effective  until  it  is 
given  the  complete  and  enforced  support 
of  all  members, 
Mr.  K.  Larder.  Sheffield,  explained 
that  "  enforce  support  "  meant  the  ex- 
pulsion of  any  disloyal  member. 

The  motion  having  been  seconded, 
Mr.  J.  Wright,  from  the  platform, 
quoted  figures  to  show  that  expulsion 
could  quite  easily  mean  a  loss  of  4,000 
members,  and  was  not  practical  poli- 
tics. The  resolution  was  rejected 

A  second  Stockport  resolution,  put 
by  Mr.  J.  M.  Smith,  was  in  the  follow- 
ing terms : 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that, 
in  view  of  the  reduced  remuneration 
suffered  by  contractors  to  the  National 
Health  Service,  it  is  now  uneconomic  for 
the  pharmacist  to  provide  a  dispensing 
service  from  9  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  and  that 
the  hours  of  service  be  substantially 
reduced. 

He  said  that  the  suggestion  of  the 
branch  was  that  statutory  hours  should 
be  reduced  in  proportion  to  fees  lost. 

Mr.  Stewart  suggested  that  mem- 
bers should  not  worry  too  much  about 
practicalities  or  about  what  the  multi- 
ples would  do.  "  Let's  go  out  on  our 
own."  If  the  Union  could  secure  that 
the  hours  were  rearranged  and  contract 
requirements  reduced,  an  increase  of 
hours  could  be  coupled  to  an  increase 
in  remuneration. 

Mr.  K.  Eley,  Newark,  said  that 
would  crowd  out  counter  customers 
during  those  times  and  more  prescrip- 
tions would  go  to  hospital  dispensaries. 

Mr.  A.  Wragg,  Sheffield,  stigmatised 
the  motion  as  "  irresponsible,  meaning- 
less and  ridiculous."  Country  chemists 
like  himself  were  in  competition  with 
dispensing  doctors,  and  a  reduction  of 
hours  would  certainly  do  no  good  to 
the  public  image  of  pharmacy. 
The  resolution  was  rejected. 
A  late  resolution  put  forward  by  Wol- 
verhampton Branch  was  moved  by  Mr. 
G.  R.  Robotham  : 

This  Branch  appeals  to  the  N.P.U.  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  to  use  its  influence  in 
calling,  at  the  earliest  moment,  for  a 
dispensing  costs  inquiry  to  be  used  as  a 
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basis   for   negotiations   on   N.H.S.  re- 
muneration. This  meeting  further  pledges 
the  fullest  co-operation  of  the  members 
present  who  may  be   called   upon  to 
supply  pertinent  facts  and  figures. 
Mr.  Robotham  said  that  in  the  past 
the  co-operation  of  private  chemists  in 
inquiries  had  been  poor — in  fact,  in 
comparison  with  the  multiples,  "disgust- 
ing." He  urged  members  to  promise 
full    co-operation    without  exception. 
The  resolution  was  carried  with  almost 
complete  unanimity. 

There  was  little  time  for  discussion 
on  the  last  resolutions,  all  of  which 
were  carried.  They  were : 

This  meeting  proposes  that  all  steps 
should  be  taken  to  press  the  Govern- 
ment to  withdraw  the  2s.  levy  on  all 
prescriptions.  (Nottingham  and  District.) 
That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Meeting 
that  the  Drug  Tariff  as  at  present  con- 
stituted is  unfair  in  its  application  and 
unreal  in  its  relation  to  the  quantities 
and  prices  listed  when  actually  pur- 
chased. A  new  Tariff  should  be  negotia- 
ted, taking  into  consideration  the  lower 
incidence  of  the  dispensing  of  galenical. 
Provision  should  be  made  for  a  contrac- 
tor to  claim  all  costs  incurred  in  procur- 
ing smaller  than  Tariff  quantities  of 
any  drug  in  little  demand.  The  principle 
for  this  claim  is  already  conceded  in  the 
case  of  ethicals  used  in  less  than  basic 
quantities.  (Sheffield  and  District.) 
It  was  announced  from  the  platform 
that  the  Sheffield  resolution  was  accep- 
ted by  the  Executive. 
That  this  meeting  deplores  the  method 
adopted  by  certain  firms  when  a  price 
reduction  is  announced,  and  that  the 
N.P.U.  make  a  strong  protest  to  all 
these  manufacturers  of  ethicals.  In 
future,  when  prices  are  reduced,  a  re- 
bate should  be  given  for  stocks  held  on 
the  day  the  reduction  takes  place,  as  it 
is  not  possible  to  clear  the  stocks  in  the 
time  given.  (North  Staffordshire.) 
That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  terms  regarding  collection  and 
delivery  of  oxygen  (p.  116,  Drug  Tariff) 
are  most  unfair  to  chemists  both  in 
cost  and  time.  (Sheffield  and  District.) 
That  this  meeting  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  testing  of  proprietary  medicines  as 
it  stands  at  the  moment  should  be  resis- 
ted by  the  N.P.U.  (Derbyshire.) 
That  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee  should  consider 
what  action  shall  be  taken  to  ensure 
uniformity  as  to  the  type  of  container 
used  for  dispensing  N.H.S.  tablets  and 
capsules.  (North  Staffordshire.) 
Mr.  Gilbert  Espley,  Blackburn, 
was  given  leave  to  move  the  following 
resolution. 
That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  all  private  N.H.S.  contractors 
should  be  personally  approached  by  an 
agent  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive  with  a 
view  to  procuring  written  notice  of  with- 
drawal from  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice, such  notices  to  b»  used  only  after 
confirmation  when  the  primary  response 
be  made  known  but  to  be  regarded  as 
binding  if  so  required  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  resolution  was  seconded  and  car- 
ried.

Only  the  Colombian  variety  of 
Ipecacuanha  was  being  quoted  and  the 
value  showed  a  further  hardening  ten- 
dency. Madras  Turmeric  was  also 
firmer.  Several  gains  and  losses  were 
recorded  in  Aromatic  seeds.  Mercury 
was  £1  per  flask  easier  and  Carnauba 
wax  was  lower  but  Karaya  gum  was 
20s.  per  cwt.  dearer  for  the  No.  2. 

Among  Essential  Oils  Ceylon 
Citronella  advanced  twopence  per  lb. 
on  the  spot  at  6s.  lOd.  per  lb.,  the  same 
level  as  for  shipment  which  was  ad- 
vanced threepence.  Forward  rates  for 
Lemongrass  were  ninepence  per  lb. 
easier  for  immediate  shipment  and  a 
further  ninepenny-discount  for  July 
shipment.

UNITED  STATES  REPORT 

New  York,  May  29 :  Brazilian  Men- 
thol was  10  cents  lower  at  $5  to  $5-30 
per  lb.,  according  to  quantity.  Phen- 
acetin  has  been  reduced  10  cents  a  lb. 
by  a  large  producer.  The  reduction 
establishes  prices  in  1,000-lb.  lots  at

Common  Market  Negotiations.  —  If 

Britain  joins  the  Common  Market  30 
per  cent,  of  the  common  external  tariff 
will  be  immediately  levied  by  the  Uni- 
ted Kingdom  on  manufactured  goods 
from  Canada,  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land. A  further  30  per  cent,  would  be 
taken  on  January  1,  1967,  and  the  final 
40  per  cent,  on  January  1,  1970 — the 
end  of  the  Common  Market  transitional 
period.  That  was  agreed  during  nego- 
tiations in  Brussels  on  May  29. 
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NOTES  ON 
NEW  MEDICAMENTS 

ALDOMET. — Chemistry:  7-3(3-4-dihydroxyphenyl) 
2-methyIalanine,  also  known  as  meihyldopa. 
The  parent  substance  (DOPA)  is  ultimately 
concerned  with  the  formation  of  nor-adrena- 
line;  in  the  body  it  is  enzymatically  decar- 
boxylated  to  form  dopamine,  and  substitution 
of  a  hydroxyl  group  in  the  side  chain  leads 
to  nor-adrenaline.  Methyldopa  blocks  the  ac- 
tion of  the  enzyme  decarboxylase,  thus  pre- 
venting the  formation  of  dopamine,  and  in 
consequence  that  of  nor-adrenaline.  That  in- 
hibitory action  has  led  to  the  use  of  methyl- 
dopa in  the  treatment  of  hypertension,  and  is 
a  new  approach  to  the  management  of  hyper- 
tensive cardiovascular  disorders,  Guanethidine 
(Tsmelin),  also  widely  used  in  the  treatment  of 
hypertension,  appears  to  inhibit  the  release  of 
nor-adrenaline  and  related  amines  from  the 
sympathetic  nerve  endings. 

ANTABAC. — Constituents:  Lobeline  and  mag- 
nesium trisilicate.  Lobeline  is  a  derivative  of 
(he  six-membered  heterocyclic  compound 
piperidine,  and  nicotine  is  derived  from  the 
five-membered  heterocyclic  compound  pyrroli- 
dine. Some  chemical  relationship  exists  between 
the  two  substances,  and  that  has  led  to  the 
use  of  lobeline  in  anti-smoking  products.  It 
is  considered  that  the  tobacco  addict  has  be- 
come adjusted  to  the  presence  of  nicotine  in 
the  blood  and  that  the  replacement  of  nicotine 
by  the  related  lobeline  would  reduce  the  effects 
brought  about  by  the  absence  of  nicotine. 
Lobidan  is  formulated  on  similar  lines. 

CHOLISATE. — Constituents:  Choline  salicylate 
and  caffeine.  Choline  is  a  lipotropic  agent  es- 
sential for  nutrition,  but  it  is  also  useful  as 
a  carrier  for  certain  substances,  such  as 
theophylline,  that  may  cause  gastric  irritation. 
The  property  has  been  utilised  in  the  formula- 
tion of  Cholisate,  because  choline  salicylate 
is  well  tolerated  when  given  orally,  is  absorbed 
rapidly  and  high  blood  salicylate  levels  can  be 
obtained.  Other  preparations  designed  to  re- 
duce the  gastric  irritant  effects  of  salicylates 
include  Bufferin  (aspirin,  aluminium  glycinate, 
magnesium  carbonate),  Minac  (aspirin,  mag- 
nesium carbonate,  dihydroxyaluminium  amino- 
acetate)  and  Palaprin  (polyoxoaluminium 
acetylsalicylate). 

DARICON.-  Chemistry:  Tetrahydro- l-methyl-2- 
pyrimidinyl-methyl-a-cyclohexyl-a-phenyl  gly- 
collate,  also  known  as  oxyphencyclimine.  This 
substance  is  an  atropine- like  anticholinergic 
drug,  characterised  by  a  powerful  and  selective 
antisecretory  action.  The  drug  also  has  a  pro- 
longed effect,  limiting  both  gastric  secretion 
and  mobility,  but  side-effects,  such  as  dryness 
of  the  mouth,  are  much  reduced.  Oxyphency- 
climine is  also  available  as  Naridan,  and  other 
anticholinergic  drugs  are  represented  by  poldine 
(Nacton),  oxyphenonium  (Antrenyl),  tricyclamol 
(Elorine,  Lergine),  dicyclomyl  (Merbentyl, 
Wyovin)  and  penthienate  (Monodral). 

FRANOL-PLUS.  —  Constituents:  Theophylline, 
phenobarbitone,  ephedrine  and  thenfadil.  Theo- 
phylline and  ephedrine  have  spasmolytic  and 
bronchodilator  properties  and  are  of  therapeu- 
tic value  in  asthma  and  bronchitis.  When  an 
allergic  factor  is  present  the  action  of  the 
main  drugs  can  be  extended  by  the  addition 
of  an  antihistamine.  Thenfadil,  or  N-N1- 
dimethyl  -  N»(  -  2  -  pyridyl)  -  N1  -  (3  - 
thenyD-ethylenediamine,  is  added  as  the  anti- 
allergic constituent  in  Franol-Plus.  Phenobarbi- 
tone is  included  to  offset  any  central  stimulant 
action  of  the  ephedrine.  Franol  contains  the 
basic  drugs  without  antihistamine,  and  Tedral 
contains  similar  constituents.  Other  products 
containing  theophylline  or  derivatives  together 
with  sedatives  include  Sedasma,  Theophen, 
Phyldrox,  Amesec  and  Asmobron. 

FUCIDIN. — Chemistry:  The  sodium  salt  of  an 
unsaturated  acid  with  a  steroid  structure, 
known  as  fusidic  acid.  The  steroid  structure, 
although  common  to  a  number  of  biological 
substances,  is  exceptional  in  the  antibiotic 
field,  and  the  drug  therefore  represents  a  new 
class  of  antimicrobial  substances.  It  is  char- 
acterised by  rapid  and  wide  distribution  in 
the  body  fluids  and  is  active  against  staphylo- 


coccal organisms,  including  those  that  are  re- 
sistant to  other  forms  of  therapy.  It  has  little 
effect  on  coliform  organisms,  so  that  over- 
growth of  monilia  in  the  intestines  during  treat- 
ment is  unlikely,  but,  conversely,  an  additional 
drug  may  be  necessary  when  Fucidin  is  used  in 
the  treatment  of  mixed  infections. 

KEMADRIN. — Chemistry:  1-cyclohexyl-l-phenyl- 
3-pyrrolidinopropan-l-ol.  This  compound,  also 
known  by  the  approved  name  procyclidine,  has 
antispasmodic  properties,  and  is  used  in  the 
relief  of  the  symptoms  of  parkinsonism.  Similar 
symptoms  to  those  of  Parkinson's  disease  may 
occur  during  treatment  with  various  pheno- 
thiazine  derivatives.  Procyclidine.  when  given 
by  injection,  affords  prompt  relief  in  such  drug- 
induced  parkinsonism,  and  also  in  true  parkin- 
sonism when  oral  administration  is  not  easy. 
Other  drugs  used  in  the  treatment  of  drug- 
induced  or  other  forms  of  parkinsonism  in- 
clude Aturbane  (phenglutarimide).  Clorevan 
(chlorphenoxamine).  Lysivane  (ethopropazine) 
and  benzhexol  (Artane,  Pipanol). 

MUCAINE.  —  Constituents:  Oxethazaine,  alu- 
minium hydroxide  and  magnesium  hydroxide. 
Oxethazaine,  or  2-di-(N-trimethyl  phenethyl 
carbamoyl)  methyl-aminoethanol,  is  a  local 
anaesthetic  with  unusual  properties.  It  has  a 
powerful  surface  action  but  is  not  absorbed  to 
any  extent  when  given  orally;  consequently 
an  adequate  local  anaesthetic  effect  on  the 
upper  part  of  the  alimentary  tract  can  be 
obtained  without  side-effects.  Aluminium  and 
magnesium  hydroxides  are  included  to  control 
excessive  gastric  secretion  that  may  be  asso- 
ciated with  oesophagitis.  Other  local  anaesthetic 
products  used  for  the  relief  of  painful  condi- 
tions of  the  oesophagus  include  Duncaine  "  vis- 
cous "  and  Xylocaine  "  viscous,"  which  are 
mucilaginous  preparations  containing  lignocaine 
hydrochloride. 

NACTISOL.  —  Constituents:  Poldine  methosul- 
phate  and  butabarbital.  Poldine  is  an  anti- 
cholinergic drug,  andv  by  its  action  on  the 
parasympathetic  system  it  reduces  gastric 
secretion  and  spasm.  Butabarbital,  or  5-sec- 
butyl-5-ethyI  barbituric  acid,  is  a  medium- 
acting  sedative  that  has  applications  in  the 
treatment  of  tension  associated  with  peptic 
ulcer.  Butabarbital  should  be  distinguished 
from  the  isomeric  butobarbitone,  in  which  the 
5-sec-butyI  group  is  replaced  by  the  corres- 
ponding H-butyl  group.  Other  products  con- 
taining spasmolytics  and  sedatives  include 
Robanul-PH  (glycopyrrolate  with  phenobarbi- 
tone), Neuro-Trasentin  (adiphenine  and  pheno- 
barbitone), I.ibraxin  (chlordiazepoxide  and 
clidinium)  and  Stelabid  (trifluoperazine  and  iso- 
propamide).  Poldine  alone  is  available  as 
Nacton. 

NOBEPYROL  PAINT. — Constituents:  Crude  coal 
tar,  tetramcthyl  thiuram  disulphide  and  various 
phenols  in  an  acrylic  resin  base,  dissolved  in 
a  mixture  of  acetic  esters.  The  dermatological 
properties  of  coal  tar  are  well  known.  Tetra- 
methyl  thiuram  disulphide  has  antiseptic  pro- 
perties, and  has  the  added  effect  of  increasing 
the  protective  action  of  the  acrylic  resins 
against  short  wave  light.  It  thus  reduces  the 
risk  of  photosensitivity.  Nobepyrol  is  also 
available  in  a  spray  pack. 

PHOSPHOLINE  IODIDE. — Chemistry:  Diethoxy- 
phosphinyl-thiocholine  iodide,  also  referred  to 
as  echothiophate  iodide.  This  compound  has  a 
chemical  relationship  with  acetylcholine,  and 
it  functions  as  a  powerful  inhibitor  of  cho- 
linesterase.  It  therefore  extends  the  action  of 
acetylcholine,  but  also  appears  to  have  some 
cholinergic  action  of  its  own.  Other  compounds 
used  in  ophthalmology  that  bring  about  a 
prolonged  inhibition  of  acetylcholine  esterase 
include  dyflos  (D.F.P.)  and  demecarium  brom- 
ide (Tosmilen). 

PREGNAVITE  FORTE. — Constituents:  Ferrous 
sulphate  with  calcium,  phosphorus  and  vitamins 
A,  Bi,  B;,  B6,  C,  D  and  nicotinamide.  The  pro- 
duct is  designed  to  supply  the  vitamins  needed 
during  pregnancy,  quite  apart  from  the  dietary 
intake,  and  to  supply  enough  iron  to  prevent 
or  treat  any  associated  hypochromic  anaemia. 
A  number  of  other  products  containing  various 
vitamins  and  mineral  supplements  are  available, 
such  as  Complevite,  Geriplex,  Halycalcine,  Irra- 
dex,  Minacedin  and  Ossivite. 


TORECAN.  —  Chemistry:  2-ethylthio-10-(3.( 
methyl  piperazin-l-yl)  propyl)  phenothiazine,  o 
thiethylperazine.  This  substance  is  related  ti 
many  phenothiazine  compounds  but  exhibit 
significant  structural  differences.  It  resemble 
prochlorperazine  in  having  a  piperazine  grou 
linked  by  a  three-chain  methylene  bridge  t 
the  nucleus;  and  like  thioridazine  it  has 
substituted  thiol  group  in  position  2.  The  drui 
has  specific  anti-emetic  activity,  which  is  effec 
ted  by  its  central  action  on  the  vomiting  centn 
as  well  by  depression  of  visceral  impulses 
The  tablets  and  suppositories  contain  the  activi 
constituent  as  its  di  (hydrogen  maleate)  an< 
the  injection  as  its  di  (hydrogen  malate) 
Related  anti-emetics  with  a  more  or  less  speci 
fic  action  include  pipamazine  (Mornidine)  am 
prochlorperazine  (Stemetil).  Other  anti-emetii 
products  include  cyclizine  (Valoid),  dimen 
hydrinate  (Dramamine)  and  buclizine  (Viba 
zine). 

TOSMILEN.  —  Chemistry:  decamethylene  bis-n 
(dimethyl  amino-phenyl-/V-methyl  carbamate 
dimethobromide,  also  referred  to  as  demecariun 
bromide.  This  compound  has  a  parasym 
pathomimetic  action  by  virtue  of  its  abilil) 
to  inhibit  the  action  of  the  enzyme  cholines 
terase,  and  its  use  in  the  treatment  of  glau 
coma  is  based  upon  this  enzyme  inhibition.  The 
action  is  powerful  but  slowly  reversible,  so 
that  the  effects  of  the  drug  are  prolonged 
Dyflos  (di-isopropyl  fluorophosphonate)  is  also 
used  in  glaucoma,  but  differs  from  demecariun] 
in  that  it  combines  irreversibly  with  cholines- 
terase.  Short-acting  inhibitors  of  the  enzyme 
are  represented  by  neostigmine  (Prostigmin) 
and  physostigmine. 

TYLAGEL.  —  Chemistry:  3-dimethylamino-l 
phenyl-l-p-totylpropane  hydrochloride,  or  tol 
propamine.  The  compound  antagonises  the  ac- 
tion of  histamine  and  has  the  therapeutic  pro 
perties  of  the  antihistamine  group  of  drugs, 
but  it  also  has  a  useful  local  anaesthetic  action. 
Other  antihistamines  that  also  have  an  analgesic 
effect  when  applied  topically  include  mepyra-j 
mine  (Anthisan),  promethazine  (Phenergan)  and 
chlorcyclizine  (Histantin). 

NEW  U.S.  DRUGS 

Evaluated  by  the  American 
Medical  Association  Council  on  Drugs 

AMINO-GLUTETHIMIDE  (Elipten).  —  Chemi- 
cally: 2-(p-aminophenyI)-2-ethylgIutarimide,  or 
aminoglutethimide.  An  anticonvulsant  of 
moderate  effectiveness  which  is  non-specific  in 
regard  to  the  clinical  type  of  seizure  affected. 
Its  usefulness  is  limited  by  the  high  incidence 
of  side-effects  and  by  its  limited  efficacy  when 
given  alone.  Thus,  at  present,  it  should  be 
given  only  as  a  supplement  to  established  anti- 
convulsant therapy  in  patients  who  have  proved 
refractory  to  conventional  drugs.  Reports  from 
clinical  trials  indicate  that  it  is  approximately 
as  effective  as  diphenylhydantoin  sodium  or 
diphenylhydantoin  sodium  with  phenobarbitone 
in  patients  who  have  a  mild  or  easily  con- 
trolled form  of  convulsive  disorder.  In  order 
to  reduce  the  incidence  of  skin  rash  (the  most 
frequent  side-effect)  therapy  should  be  insti- 
tuted with  a  low  dose,  which  should  then  be 
increased  gradually.  The  rash  usually  appears 
within  5-8  days  and  it  may  disappear  spon- 
taneously, whether  the  drug  is  discontinued, 
reduced  in  dosage,  or  administered  in  the  same 
amount  in  use  at  the  time  the  eruption  ap- 
peared. Other  reactions  may  include  drowsiness, 
somnolence  and  ataxia,  which  appear  to  de- 
pend on  the  dose.  Frequent  blood  cell  counts 
should  be  performed  on  any  patient  receiving 
aminoglutethimide.  Initial  adult  dosage  (oral) 
is  125-250  mgm.  daily,  thereafter  increased  by 
increments  of  125-250  mgm.  every  3-5  days 
until  therapeutic  results  can  be  observed.  The 
usual  therapeutic  dose  is  0-75- 1-5  gm.  daily. 
Children  (over  2  yrs.),  125  mgm.  daily,  in- 
creased by  125  mgm.  every  3-5  days  until  a 
therapeutic  level  has  been  achieved.  The  usual 
therapeutic  dose  is  750  mgm.  daily;  (under  2 
yrs.),  62-5  mgm.  daily,  increased  by  62-5  mgm. 
every  3-5  days  until  a  therapeutically  effective 
dose  is  reached.  The  usual  therapeutic  dose  is 
375  mgm.  daily.  Available  as  tablets  contain- 
ing 250  mgm.
